BROADLY speaking, The Autocar has found that the plainest instruments 
are usually the best from the driver’s point of view. Even so we have been 
entertained by the_attractive variations found particularly in American cars 
—including needles and dials which change colour with increasing speed. 
The large scales also permit precise readings if the instrument is accurate. 
Speedometers can usually be read to 1 m.p.h. each way, that is to the 
nearest 2 m.p.h 

We have found circular instruments better for reading at,a glance because 
the eyes seem to pick up the centre-point and follow out to the needle 
and figure more easily than they pick up the pointer or strip on a horizontal 
Some sections of the scale are of greater importance for quick 
reading and for detecting quick changes than others, for example the 
30 m.p.h. mark. Racing cars often have their rev. counters tipped on one 
side to bring, say, the 6,000-7,000 r.p.m. section in to the optimum position. 

Our specification for a speedometer would include a large scale, clearly 
marked to be’taken in.at a glance, a thin or tapered needle of contrasting 
colour and with dead-beat action, accuracy and silence. It should be posi- 
tioned in front of the driver, high enough to reduce the adjustment of focal 
angle to a minimum, and its surround should be non-reflecting.

Compression ratio is 20.1 to | and maximum engine speed 
of 4,000 r.p.m. is controlled by a pneumatic governor 


ONSOLIDATION of their three existing basic models 
is the keynote of the Mercedes-Benz 1959 programme.

it to the two other systems used by Daimler-Benz 
on the 300SL and the 300 limousine. The former 
is a sports car where refinement, response at low 
engine speeds, and ease of cold starting are 
secondary to maximum power and to torque in the 
higher ranges. Thus a system of direct injection 
into each cylinder is used. 

When the Type 300 limousine was introduced 
about this time last year it was equipped with a 
new type of petrol injection. The injection nozzle 
for each cylinder was placed im the port, and so 
the main difficulty of cold starting with direct 
injection (arising from the tendency for fuel to be deposited on 
the cold cylinder walls and head) was eliminated. Over-riding 
controls in the form of pressure capsules or thermostats, sensi- 
tive to throttle opening, coolant temperature, ambient tempera- 
ture and pressure, were introduced to adjust the amount of fuel 
required in accordance with the existing conditions; in addition, 
an automatic cold starting device was. provided to by-pass the 
main throttle. 

The system introduced for the 220SE is a development of 
that used on the Type 300 limousine, the differences arising 
from the need for more imstant throttle response and from the 
difference in cylinder capacities. Of course, petrol is much 
more difficult to meter in small quantities than diesel fuel, for 
which this Bosch system was first evolved. The capacity of each 
cylinder in the Type 300 is 499 c.c., and that of the 220SE 
366 c.c. Development work at Unterturkheim demonstrated 
that it was very difficult to obtain consistent results, using a 
system similar to the type 300, particularly as the 220SE has a 
high-speed range. Therefore a different approach was made. 

The fuel injection pump is of the normal jerk type but with 
two plungers. It runs at half engine speed, but as there are two 
cams for each plunger there is an injection of fuel per revolu- 
tion, and thus two per intake period of each cylinder. From 
each plunger the fuel is fed to a distribution block, inside which 
are three jets having orifices of the same diameter 

From the distribution, block a pipe connects each jet to a 
spring-loaded pintle type injection nozzle situated in the induc- 
tion pipe of each cylinder, One plunger connects to a distribu- 
tor block feeding Nos. 1, 2 and 3 cylinders, and the other to 
the second block feeding 4, 5 and 6. 

Thus as the fuel is fed from the plunger pump to its distri- 
butor block the point of injection in relation to inlet valve open- 
ing varies from cylinder to cylinder. For instance, on No. 1 
cylinder one injection period occurs before the inlet valve opens, 
and the second one is spread equally across the valve closing 
point, 1e., it commences injection just before the inlet valve 
closes and does not complete its cycle until shortly after the 
closing point. The other cylinders in each distributor block 
are thus out of phase of these datum points by the firing interval 
of the cylinders which they serve. 

During the development of this system, Daimler-Benz also 
investigated a continuous feed system, but it required extremely 
small holes in the injector nozzles with consequent difficulty in 
arranging smooth idling. Even with the system as developed, 
the spring loading of the injection nozzles, and the friction of 
the pintle valves in the body, required a lot of experimentation 
before satisfactorily consistent results were obtained. 

To improve throttle response compared with the Type 300D, 
a new mechanical governor for the Bosch injection pump has 
been developed. A control rod from the throttle pedal connects 
with a lever linked with the half engine speed governor and, in 
turn, this lever connects to the air throttle. A system of cams 
relates the position of the governor lever (a function of the 
throttle position) with the setting of the centrifugal governor (a 
function of engine speed). Thus the system is directly com- 
pensated for speed and density and this setting is linked to the 
injector pump control rack to meter the amount of fuel injected 
by the two plungers into the six intake ports—at a pressure of 
250lb per sq in. 

With this mechanical linkage the throttle and injection pump 
control rack are simultaneously regulated with instant response 
to throttle position without the need for an extra accelerating 
device.

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Stiff Seat Slides 


F two people drive a car, trouble with 
I the seat adjustment is tiresome. The 
principle of ensuring that properiy 
installed seat slides, tracks and chan- 
nels will work smoothly is to keep them 
clean. If any lubricant is used, it 
should be in the form of very light 
touches ‘of white grease. 

Particularly in new cars, there may 
be an upstanding stud or screw head 
which is opposing the slide. In addi- 
tion, it is quite often found that in the 
haste of flow production, slides are not 
quite parallel, When this defect is 
righted, inexpensive mechanisms will 
work easily.

Leaning for the Lofty 


ANY long-legged drivers find that 

a seat will not go far enough 
back. It is surprisingly easy, in most 
cases, to replant the channels a little 
farther back, although when the in- 
creased seat travel is used, it will be 
found that many four-seaters become 
two- or three-seaters. 

If the tall driver wants to avoid this, 
he may replant the seat slides in the 
same fore-and-afi position, but on long 
hardwood wedges; a tilted-back seat 
or chair pulls the feet away from the 
pedals, and so does not have to be slid 
back so far. 

In addition, slight tilting back of a 
seat has the effect of lowering the head. 
And that counteracts the beetle- 
browed, low-topped windscreen, which 
may give the lofty drivers pains in the 
neck and torso as they crouch to see 
through it. 


Proof of the Pudding 


FTER I have criticized popular car 

seating as an uncomfortable ab- 
surdity bearing little relation to the 
human form and its needs, I have al- 
ways been shot at by eminent gentle- 
men who themselves run the six- 
cylinder de luxe version of their own 
products.

ib a letter to an American journal, a

Al- 
though the average speed was 42 m.p.h., 
the terrain of the run from Los Angeles 
to Colorado Springs included much 
desert, over which it was possible to 
maintain the average by cruising at no 
more than 45 to 48 m.p.h.

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HE Great St. Bernard is the most direct transalpine cross- 
ing from western and central Switzerland to Turin and the 
north-west corners of Italy. Beyond Lausanne, the route 

along the shores of Lake Geneva into the Rhéne Valley is the 
same as that followed in approaching the Simplon when coming 
from eastern France through the Jura. From the Bernese Oberland, 
a link of minor passes—the Saanenmoeser and Col du Pillon— 
feeds into the Rhéne Valley highway at Aigle, a short distance 
to the east of the head of Lake Geneva. 

A few miles farther on, at the important road-junction and 
excellent staging-post of Martigny (where the Col de ia Forclaz 
route also breaks away across the French frontier to Vallorcine 
and Chamonix) the Great St. Bernard road strikes south into the 
great mountain wall, while the Rhéne Valley road runs straight 
ahead to Brigue and the Simplon. 

After climbing for some miles through the magnificent fime- 
stone gorges of the Drance, the St. Bernard road emerges in an 
enclosed plain at Sembrancher (2,360ft). Here the road to the 
Val de Bagnes and the charming resort of Verbier high above it 
branches off to the left, while the road to the pass continues 
almost level to Orsiéres (2,970ft), from which one road ascends 
the Swiss Val Ferret and another climbs steeply to the favourite 
holiday centre of Lac Champex to the west. 

Continuing to follow the course of the Drance, the St. Bernard 
road soon climbs into the rift in the mountains to the south, and 
a wide curve brings it high above the unseen river in the ravine 
below. Contouring steadily high on the slope, it passes the 
large village of Liddes (4,390ft) and continues to ascend gradually 
to Bourg St. Pierre (5,385ft), where Napoleon’s passage in 1800 
on his way across the Alps to Marengo is commemorated by the 
Hotel du Déjeuner de Napoléon. 

All the way along this sector, from just before Liddes, there 
are beautiful views ahead to the lovely snow-clad Mont Vélan 
(12,000ft) and the neighbouring. peaks of the main Alpine ridge, 
between which the pass eventually finds its lofty way across the 
watershed. Scenically, this is the most attractive section of the 
road, whose upper reaches are somewhat confined by bleak and 
forbidding boulder-strewn slopes. 

Bourg St. Pierre has a historic church and a’ ‘p a famous Alpine 
garden, containing several thousands of plants, on a knoll with a 
fine view just off the road. Directly beyond the village the road 
bridges the Valsorey torrent, plunging down a ravine which 
descends from the huge base of the Grand Combin (14,164ft) up 
on the left. It then climbs, clinging to the steep face of the 
mountains, often being blasted out of the solid rock to obtain a 
hold, up the wild defile of the Saraise to the Cantine de Proz 
(6,000ft). 

Soon after this, the impressive close-ups of the Glacier de Proz, 
falling from the Vélan, are lost and the ascent to the summit is 
made by a series of rather tight turns, first up the grim Pas de 
Marengo to the Refuge Huts of Hospitalet (6,900ft), and then 
through the long and dreary Combe des Morts, so named because 
it was here that Napoleon’s army sustained its heaviest losses in 
a battle with no other enemy than the pitiless Alps and the 
elements. 

The viewless summit saddle (8,211ft) is just broad enough to 
contain the world’s most famous Hospice—the home of “ the 
dogs” which provide the greatest attraction along the road for 
scores of coach-trippers—a small dark lake, both Customs houses, 
Swiss and Italian, and a statue of St. Bernard, who founded the 
monastery.

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This is the seventh Alpine Pass to be dealt 
with in this series of articles. A book by 
the same author, describing SO Alpine 
roads, ‘‘ The Great Motor Highways of the 
Alps,’’ is published by Robert Hale. 


Immediately beyond the southern lip of the saddle, the impres- 
sive prospect southwards, over the 7,000ft drop into the valley of 
the Dora Baltea, opens up and the road begins to swing its way 
down the bare re-entrant of the Buthier torrent by a long series 
of wide loops, past the hamlet of La Baux, and then by some 
shorter hairpin reaches to St. Rhémy (5,300ft) where the tree- 
level is at last reached. It then contours pleasantly through the 
pine-woods and later across lush meadow-slopes past the attrac- 
tively perched village of Etroubles (4,200ft) and numerous other 
picturesque hamlets, with splendid views back to the Grand 
Combin and the Vélan, into the soft southern foliage of the lower 
Buthier valley. This it continues to descend steadily, through 
Condemine, Gignod (3,260ft) and Variney, to Aosta (1,913ft) in 
the truly Italian valley of the Dora Baltea, beyond which, as you 
drift down into it, rises the northern wall of the Gracian Alps. 

Aosta, an historic town, enclosed by fine ancient walls and 
towers, dates from Roman days (Augusta Pretorium). From it, 
the high-road to Turin descends the lovely Dora valley eastwards, 
through the resort of Chatillon-St. Vincent, with several beauti- 
ful tributary valleys carving their way northwards at points along 
the road to famous mountain resorts, such as Cervinia, and 
Gressoney, at the foot of the great Alpine wall. At Chatillon it 
turns southwards through Ivrea to the Piedmont plain, and, forty 
miles further on by Autostrada, reaches the magnificent industrial 
city on the banks of the Po. 

At Aosta, too, if you turn north-westwards, begins the road to 
Italy’s most famous Alpine resort, Courmayeur, beautifully situ- 
ated at the foot of Mont Blanc. Along this lovely road are 
numerous (narrow) side-roads into the heart of the Gracian Alps; 
and at the Pré St. Didier, a few miles short of Courmayeur, 
begins the Petit St. Bernard pass across the main chain of the 
Alps to France HuGH MERRICK.

OR the coming season the Rootes 

Group’s policy of progressive im- 

provement of the Hillman range is 
continued. The chief news is that the 
engine capacity is henceforth increased 
from 1,390 to 1,494 c.c., bringing the 
Minx into line with its slightly more 
opulent stablemates, the Singer Gazelle 
and Sunbeam Rapier. There are also 
changes in the ratios of the final drive 
gears and of first and reverse in the gear 
box; for the body there are minor modifi- 
cations to the radiator grille and the facia 
styling. The new range of cars is desig- 
nated the Series III 

Whereas the previous engine had equal 
bore and stroke of 76.2 mm, the new unit 
has an over-square bore-stroke ratio, the 
dimensions being 7976.2 mm. The 
compression ratio of the standard unit is 
up from 8 to 1 to 8.5, but a 7.0 to | ratio 
can be specified for export markets where 
only low-grade fuels are available, this 
being achieved by fitting special pistons 
with concave crowns. To meet increased 
loads, lead indium replaces white metal 
for the connecting-rod bearings, white 
metal being retained to support the main 
journals. A larger silencer is fitted to 
assist the flow of exhaust gases. 

In terms of b.h.p. the larger engine has 
little more to offer—on paper—than its 
predecessor; thus in gross power the step 
up is from 51 to 52.5 b.h.p., the equiva- 





lent net figures being 47.5 and 49.2. The 
latter quantities are measured with car- 
burettor air cleaner, fan and dynamo in 
place, but using a test-bed exhaust system 
and an ignition setting to produce opti- 
mum torque. The maximum torque 
figure, which is of much deeper signifi- 
cance than the b.h.p., has risen from 72 
lb/ft at 2,200 r.p.m. to 78.3 Ib/ft at 2,100 
r.p.m. 

To absorb this extra torque, a Borg 
and Beck clutch of 8in diameter replaces 
one of 74in. The changes incorporated 
in the gear box ratios seem difficult to 
justify. The Minx box has been criti- 
cized often for the proximity of its first 
and second speeds; now first has been 
raised to bring it even closer to second, 
but the appreciable gaps between second, 
third and top remain. Indeed, in the re- 
vised box, at 1,000 r.p.m. crankshaft speed 
the difference in road speed between first 
and second gears is only 14 m.p.h. 

For the de luxe and Special saloons and 
for the convertible, the increased torque 
has encouraged the makers to raise the 
final drive gearing by almost 5 per cent— 
4.55 to 1 in place of 4.78 to 1—thereby 
reducing engine speed relative to road 
speed, as depicted in an accompanying 
graph. Thus, in top gear at 1,000 r.p.m. 
the road speed is now 16.1 m.p.h. instead 
of 15.32. This does not apply to the 
estate car, however, which retains the

4.78 axle in conjunction with tyres of 
optional section to suit the customer’s 
requirements. Incidentally, whereas the 
Series II Special saloon had tyres of 
slightly smaller section than the more ex- 
pensive de luxe car, for the Series III 
models the same dimensions are specified. 

The Special retains its floor-mounted 
gear lever, but now has a bench-type front 
seat in place of last season’s buckets. In 
fact, one now has to pay extra to have 
bucket seats fitted instead of the bench 
in saloon models. The Special also has 
simpler trim and equipment generally, in- 
side and outside, to bring its price within 
the means of a wider public. 

Externally, the chief change to the Minx 
is the annual one of the radiator intake 
grille. This year it is deeper, has lost its 
thick chromed “lip,” and has the name 
Hillman spelt out in bold letters above it. 
A thin bright-metal strip along the waist- 
line provides a division between the two 
colours when a two-tone paint scheme (an 
optional extra) is specified. The position 
of the combined lifting handle and number 
plate lamp on the luggage boot lid has 
been lowered slightly, thereby improving 
the rear profile considerably 

Inside the Minx the most noticeable 
change is to the instrument panel 
Whereas the Series II had a supplemen- 
tary panel beneath the instrument dials to 
carry the secondary controls, for clock,

heater and radio (when fitted), the new 
car has a larger upper panel to include all 
except the radio, and the parcels shelf now 


is wmterrupted only by the steering 
column. There is provision also for an 
ammeter and oil-pressure gauge. A water 


temperature gauge is standard in the de 
luxe models. A padded trim strip pro- 
tects shins in the event of impact with 
the edge of the parcels shelf. 

A change in the profile of the front seat 
squab is claimed to have made it more 
comfortable. The seats are covered in 
Vynide plastic material, and the trim pat- 
tern on the doors has been restyled. Roof- 
lining is in light-coloured material of 
washable plastic. Two-tone colours for 
the body interior are available in con- 
junction with certain exterior colour 
schemes. In the case of the two-door con- 
vertible, the front seat has a divided squab 
tO ease entry into the rear compartment. 
The hood can be rolled back to the de 
ville position, or folded right back to lie 
flush below the level of the door tops; the 
winding side windows, too, can be lowered 
out of sight. 

Except in the case of the estate car, all 
prices are unchanged. This model is re- 
duced from £625 basic (£938 17s with 
purchase tax) to £598 basic (£898 7s with 
tax), which is the same as the price for 
the convertible, and matches a parallel 
reduction for the Singer Gazelle estate 
car, as announced last week. The little 
Husky utility car remains unchanged for 
1959, but there is a new range of colours 
for it.

HERE were several remarkably 

good performances in the stand- 

ing start kilometre speed trials 
held on Madeira Drive last Saturday 
by the Brighton and Hove Motor Club. 
Not least were the unexpected (in 
1958) re-appearance of the sun for 
much of the day, and the complete 
absence of rain. These conditions 
followed one of the worst storms in 
British history, which had dashed itself 
against London and the south-east 
during the previous night. 

Many competitors had to be on call 
well before the 9.30 am. start, and 
motoring jargon for once played almost 
a minor role in the paddock noise to 
storm stories; but at least the competitors 
had arrived safely, and the clouds 
showed some promise of moving. 

The day proved specially memorable 
for J. Berry, whose E.R.A. Special put 


organizers managed to work off a handi- 
cap for their own members, and events 
for the Bentley D.C. and others, mostly 
by basing them on times in the free- 
for-all class categories. Broadly, the day 
was divided into halves: with sports cars 
in the morning, racing cars in the after- 
noon. But the unusually tightly packed 
terraces full of spectators also saw Miss 
Betty Haig take the Club handicap in her 
Turner, three Austin-Healeys (led by 
M. J. L. Brook) beat the smaller-engined 
M.G. and Triumph TR opposition in the 
marque class, Forrest Lycett’s great 8- 
litre beating the other Bentleys with 
29.0S5sec, and the same car and driver 
conquering again, this time in the Vintage 
class with 28.63.

Vincent motor cycle narrowly 
beat B. Keys to break the outright record 
for the course with an astonishing 
22.23sec, which meant an average speed 
from a standing start of no less than

time of the day. 

In the unlimited sports car field, G.

Just after 10.30 a.m. the sun broke 
through for the first time and, as the 
sports car classes were well under way, 
the storm of a few hours earlier was for- 
gotten. Even at this early stage the 
happily sited terraces were well covered 
with residents and September holiday- 
makers, and the organizers were showing 
the value of their long experience in 
handling a big programme efficiently.

such a favourable impression of the car, that when 
the annual holiday loomed up, one of these big-hearted 
little cars seemed a good choice. The family totals but 
three, the fuel consumption would not cause an excessive 
drain on the pocket book, and we were going with friends 
who were using their Morris 1000. As the two cars are 
comparable in performance, travelling in convoy would be 
easier than if one car was larger and faster. 

Most of one’s colleagues had been or were heading south 
across the Channel in search of sunshine, but we had to be 
different. We were going north to Wester Ross and hoped to 
find our share of the sun also. The outward journey started 
in earnest near Oulton Park and the two small cars left at crack 
of dawn, making a good start by taking a wrong turning near 
Warrington. Breakfast was brewed up on the Primus in a side 
road approaching Shap. The awful feeling of getting up so 
early had lifted and some of us were almost on speaking terms. 
Bacon and strong tea cooked in the open air works wonders. 

In order to avoid Glasgow and the crowded road alongside 
Loch Lomond, we chose a route which took us through Carlisle, 
Lockerbie and Lanark to Stirling. In Callander we saw a man 
wearing a kilt and heard the bagpipes, so assumed we were 
safely over the border. By the time it came to thinking of a 
bed for the night, we were past Tyndrum and ended up at an 
hotel close by Loch Tulla. 

After dinner, Bill who drove the Morris, decided that a faint 
line on the map, which linked the hotel with the main road just 
above the approaches to Glen Coe, would be worth investigat- 
ing. We were assured that the road was impassable, the gate 
locked and that we would do much better to have another dram. 
However, we set off in the A.35 and sure enough the gate was 
locked, but the two of us had met locked gates before, and 
having been told that we could get about a mile farther before 
we would have to turn round, we moved off under the cynical 
gaze of the custodian who had very obvious thoughts about 


our sanity.

The little diversion was worth it if only to help us digest 
our dinner. The track went on and slowly upwards, and the 
Austin daintily picked its way along, hemmed in at first by 
trees, to the open moors of the Black Mount. A deer appeared 
and looked at us, birds flew up and away from the front wheels 
and the sun disappeared. Eventually we reached the point of no 
return. By moving large stones and fillitg in the deepest holes 
we got to the top; below the main road, A82, could be seen 
The head lamps were needed for the final stages and the 
boulders looked even larger, but in spite of sundry bangs, we 
progressed and eventually reached the tarmac. It was a good 
demonstration of “ coloniability.” 

We slept well that night, and after breakfast hurried down 
Glen Coe and pressed on northwards through Fort William and 
past Loch Ness, with no signs of the creature—much to the 
disappointment of the two youngsters. At Drummnadrochit the 
chosen route led up A833 to Beauly and then left at Muir of 
Ord on to A832, past Garve to Achnasheen. Behind us was the 
low country mad the Moray Firth and we felt we were really 
in the Highlands. To the north of the road lies Fannich Forest 
with Sgurr Mor and Sgurr Nan Clach Geala, 3,637 and 3,581ft 
respectively, poking their heads up into the clouds. To the 
south, Sgorr A Choir-Ghlais was only a little smaller and no 
less grand at 3,554ft. 

From Garve westwards, the road becomes single track width 
but with many passing places and wide enough for two vehicles 
in some spots. We were to have these conditions for the next 
two weeks and quickly found that previous ideas of time and 
distance went by the board. It soon became a habit to time 
the arrival at a passing place to coincide with the oncoming 
traffic. Most drivers going the same way kept a keen watch 
in the driving mirror, and if being overhauled, were quick to 
pull in and allow one to pass. Coach and truck drivers were 
particularly good, and holidaymakers who were towing caravans 
usually co-operated when requested by horn-blowing or light- 
flashing. As usual there were a few exceptions—mainly of the 
breed which dislikes being overtaken by a smaller car.

Strome ferry. We heard many stories of delay at the ferry and 
were not sorry we had taken the “overland” route. At Kin- 
lochewe the road drops down to run alongside the southern 
shore of Loch Maree and then through Kerrysdale to Gairloch. 
There are few hotels in the area and all seem to be booked 
up early. There is a great deal of bed and breakfast accommo- 
dation, and many holidaymakers take over furnished cottages 
and houses. The Scottish Tourist Board can supply a useful 
list. 

We made our headquarters at Badachro, near Gairloch, and 
this location provided plenty of scope. There are fine sandy 
beaches with safe bathing a few miles away, fishing, and fine 
walking country for the more energetic. We could watch the 
fish jumping in the loch from our window and at low tide 
a serious heron stalked its supper. It was worth the journey 
to see the look on our respective daughters’ faces when one 
afternoon they hooked twenty whiting between them in almost 
as many minutes. The remarks of the one serious fisherman of 
the party, complete with trout rod and special flies, cannot be 
recorded! 

It is very different country to that which we are accustomed 
to in the south and while nearly every house and cottage has 
electricity brought by the great overhead grid system of the 
North of Scotland Hydro-Electricity Board, fresh water supplies 
are apt to be a little erratic, and one hotel at least had apparently 
never heard of fresh vegetables. There is sad evidence in the 
form of many deserted and ruined houses of the population’s 
drift to the big cities and easier money. 

Those thag remain have faith, like the elderly farmer near 
Red Point who was making a great effort with a tractor and the 
right equipment, and the young shell fisherman who was away 
in his launch at first light every day after crabs. These were 
brought ashore in old tea chests made in Calcutta. Everything 
has its uses. 

One unhappy sight was the number of empty tins and bottles 
which had been thrown into the rivers and lochs. It is not 
likely that the visitor can be blamed, as all the camp and caravan 
sites were free from litter. It just seems that there is no

organized refuse collection and the theory must be that the 
sea will eventually swallow it all up. 

The few roads limit one’s motoring, but it was always pos- 
sible to get away from other holidaymakers if desired. Across 
the piece of land which separates Loch Ewe from Gruinard 
Bay, a loose surfaced road roams over the peat bogs to Slaggan 
Bay. At one time there was a small community, now there is 
nothing but broken walls, uninterested sheep and the cry of 
the gulls and terns. There is little between Slaggan Bay and 
North America except the Atlantic rollers, which on that day 
moved lazily on to the warm sands. 

Farther north on the same peninsular at Obinan, a gitl from 
Killarney had made her home, and surrounded by puppies and 
a cheerful baby she produced the best cup of coffee tasted since 
we left home. Close by, a local craftsman produced tweed on 
a small loom. Looking north from the steep drop down to 
Gruinard, across the very blue sea, the Summer Isles could 
just be seen in the distance. It is said that on a warm day 
that coast resembles the Mediterranean, but it had to be left 
for our next visit to check on this. 

Poolewe at the top end of Loch Ewe would make a good 
base for a holiday in this fascinating part of Scotland. We 
watched the salmon jumping as they fought to get upstream. 
We drove along the riverside road towards Loch Maree and 
walked along a track to Fionn Loch on one of the two days it 
rained hard. North from Poolewe on B8057 there is superia- 
tive bathing from the beaches just past Inverasdale. The boom 
which protected the wartime shipping anchored in Loch Ewe 
still lies between the mainland and the Isle of Ewe. This and 
the deserted gun sites are reminders of the times when men 
went after fiercer fish than salmon. 

For the keen gardener Inverewe, with its tropical plants, 
trees and shrubs collected from all over the world, is a must. 
The gardens were created by the late Mr. Osgood Mackenzie 
in the 1860’s and are at their best between April and June. 
There were only a few other isolated attempts made at garden- 
ing, and one of these was by the keepers of the lighthouse at 
Rudha Re above Gairloch. This light can be visited by 
telephoning from the post office at Melvaig. 

Another spot we found worth seeing was Loch Diabaig. 
This is reached by going to Torridon from Kinlochewe, and 
the road frorn Torridon to Diabaig left one a little breathless, 
although it did not bother the A.35; the car swept uphill and 
down in great style. Diabaig was very peaceful and the water 
near the little jetty was crystal clear. 

Wester Ross deserves another visit; many of the people we 
met in this area went back repeatedly. There are no juke boxes 
or candy floss and in the summer it is light well after 11 p.m. 
We lazed im the sun while the south coast was being washed 
out, and the people who live there are happy to see you. There 
are few restrictions on camping cither with a caravan or tent. 

The A.35 covered 1,789 miles by a checked mileage recorder 
and consumed 42 gallons of petrol (at 42.6 m.p.g.) and five 
pints of oil. It did not tire itself or its crew of three during 
the 578 miles journey back home which it made in one over- 
night hop.

MONG the new cars at last year’s Turin Show was 
Fiat’s 1200 Gran Luce (Full Light). It replaces the 
discontinued TV series of the 1100, and comes about 

midway in the comprehensive range of Fiat products. It 
is basically a more powerful and roomier alternative to the 


1100, which was last tested on 19 April 1957. In com- 
parison with this next smaller in size of the range, the 1200 
weighs about 14 cwt more, yet there is a striking improve- 
ment in performance. Acceleration from rest to 60 m.p.h. 
takes 10sec less than the 1100, at 19.9sec, and there is a 
reduction of nearly 2sec in the standing quarter-mile time. 

Sources of the increased power output are a larger bore to 
raise the capacity to 1,221 c.c., a compression ratio of 8 to I 
(instead of 7 to 1), and the use of a twin-choke Weber 
carburettor similar to that of the TV. A maximum power 
output of 55 b.h.p. is developed at 5,300 r.p.m., and the 
overall result is that the 1200 Gran Luce is a lively 
car capable of acceleration figures which are seldom 
achieved from anything less than 1} litres capacity, and of a 
combination of performance and fuel economy which is 
rare in any four-seater saloon. To go with this are handling 
characteristics which give the 1200 an exceptionally high 
safety factor; but there are a few faults. 

Of these, the worst are the foot controls. Clutch take- 
up occurs suddenly towards the end of the travel; and the 
accelerator movement is small, so that depression of only 
a fraction of an inch on the pedal opens the throttle far 
more than may be needed, causing the responsive engine 
to race. That the pressure on the accelerator pedal has to 
be very heavy to move the control at all is an unfortunate 
additional factor which adds to the general lack of precision, 
and new drivers take a mile or two to grow accustomed to 
the delicate technique necessary for a smooth start. The 
procedure can be mastered readily enough, but there is 
still no excuse for such controls, although admittedly the 
faults may exist only on right-hand drive models. 

The bench seats are firmly sprung and being quite flat 
they give no lateral support; nevertheless they do not cause 
discomfort on long journeys, and the front seat has a wide 
range of fore-and-aft adjustment. Leg room in the rear 
compartment is very limited unless the front seat is well 
forward, but substantial hollowing of the rear side of the

back rest helps to make this fault less troublesome than it 
might be. Headroom in front and rear compartments is no 
more than adequate, and only very short occupants are 
able to wear a hat in the car. In the positions in which 
it is normally set, the front seat obstructs the use of the 
winding handles for the rear windows. 

In these respects the 1200 is disappointing, but they are 
emphasized by the unusually high standard set by so many 
of its other features. Thus, if it were not for the exception- 
ally good cornering, the lack of sideways location on the 
seats would be less prominent, and it is chiefly the remark- 
able responsiveness of the engine which draws attention 
to the clumsiness of the throttle control. 

In warm weather the engine will start hesitantly from 
cold without the choke, but a touch of rich mixture is 
normally necessary. The hand throttle can be used to 
prevent stalling, but like the pedal control, it is stiff and 
high-geared. This engine encourages the driver to make it 
work hard, and it responds well to such treatment. Little 
torque is developed until the revs mount fairly high, but 
then, particularly in the indirects, the engine takes 
firmly—almost suddenly. When pressure on the accelera- 
tor is increased progressively a slight additiorml resistance 
can be felt as the second choke of the Weber carburettor 
is brought into action, and there is an immediately notice- 
able increase of power. Over 4,000 r.p.m. there is some 
buzz, but it has a crispness about it, and there is no im- 
pression of over-working the engine even when the maxi- 
mum recommended revs are used repeatedly in each gear. 
Dots on the speedometer mark these limits at 21 m.p.h. for

bottom gear, 36 for second, 53 for third, and 83 m.p.h. for 
top gear maximum speed. All can be—and were for the 
acceleration testing—exceeded for ultimate performance. 

The maximum speed takes a long time to reach, as it 
builds up slowly but progressively after 80 m.p.h. until, 
under favourable conditions, a genuine 90 m.p.h. may almost 
be achieved. Of more practical value ‘is the car’s high-speed 
cruising ability. The transmission ratio is the same as that 
of the 1100, corresponding to 15.8 m.p.h. per 1,000 r.p.m. 
This also gives 75 m.p.h. at just 4,750 r.p.m., and at this 
speed the Fiat settles down contentedly even for “all day” 
cruising. The engine can then be heard but the noise level 
is by no means tiresome, and wind roar is commendably low. 

High standards of stability and cornering enable cruising 
speeds of this order to be used freely on long journeys. 
The car does not wander at all on a straight road, and a 
cross wind is scarcely noticed. The cornering is so good 
that the number of main road bends which call for any 
special reduction in speed are few. Experiments in fast 
cornering reveal] that the car understeers, but the character- 
istics are very near to neutral. The back of the car can be 
made to slide readily on wet roads. 

An anti-roll bar is fitted at front and rear, which together 
play an important part in limiting sway on corners: roll 
starts, but it is checked at once. In other respects the suspen- 
sion is conventional, with coil springs at the front and semi- 
elliptic leaf springs at the rear. The ride is both firm and 
well damped; over most roads the wheel actions may be 
felt by the occupants, yet only occasionally is there any 
suggestion of harshness. The ride on unmade surfaces is 
only fair. 

Under the bonnet may be seen the unusual steering lay- 
out. The steering column is very short, since the steering 
box is situated near to the bulkhead—a safety factor in 
collisions. The drop arm leads backwards, and although 
the linkage appears complicated, large rods and joints are 
used, and the results felt at the wheel show this arrange- 
ment to be near perfect. It is both light and precise, and 
does not transmit road shocks; but the self-centring action is 
very weak. 

The brakes do not fade, and they give powerful response 
to light pedal pressures; but there is a slight tendency 
towards instability and uneven pulling when they are used 
violently. As the propeller-shaft tunnel is cut-away only 
on the left, to accommodate the hand brake lever on left- 
hand-drive cars, the right-hand-drive conversion suffers in 


Luggage capacity is large for this size of car, and there is additional

he boot interior light is mounted to the left where it is not likely to 

be damaged by luggage. The spare wheel is housed under a circular 
trapdoor in the floor 
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that the lever has to remain in its original position (other- 
wise it would be below the driver’s left leg) and it is there- 
fore rather far away. As always on Fiat cars, it works on 
the transmission just behind the gear box; it is fully effective 
although initial take-up of the slack in the back axle is 
rather disconcerting. 

Although at its best on the open road, the Gran Luce is 
also a splendid town runabout, partly because compact size 
and excellent all-round visibility add to its exceptional 
manceuvrability. The scuttle is unusually low, and the 
deep windscreen, wide wrap-round rear window, and 
narrow screen pillars give a cheerful feeling of space and 
brightness to the occupants, justifying the name Full Light. 
In traffic lack of engine flexibility is shown up, little power 
being available in top gear under about 25 m.p.h., bur 
this is partly offset by a steering column gear change which 
—for a four-speed box at least—is unusually precise and 
pleasamt to use. The travel of the lever is short, and 
quite fast changes can be made. 

On main beam the head lamps have sufficient range for 
high speeds, and there is a wide area of spread. This is 
noticed also on dipped beam, yet although the cut-off is 
not unduly sharp the lights never seemed to offend on- 
coming drivers. There is an ingenious control for the light- 
ing. An on-off master switch to the right of the facia 
governs the circuit, and a three-position lever conveniently 
placed below the steering column serves as a selector

comrol. In the top position it gives main beam; middle 
position is dipped beam, and at the bottom it selects side 
and tail lamps. In this last condition a tell-tale on the 
speedometer dial lights up. 

The switch for the winking indicators 1s also on the 
right below the stecring wheel, and it is possible to confuse 
this with the lights selector on occasions. But the lighting 
control is nevertheless very convenient to use, and it is 
easy to dip or flash the lamps without removing a hand 
from the steering wheel. In the daytime, the selector may 
be left in the main beam position, and the master switch 
can then be used for flash signalling. 

A switch to the right of the facia independently controls 
the panel lamps, which are not wired in conjunction with 
the side lamps. Above it is the wafning for the winking 
indicators—another ingenious device, for it is possible to 
adjust the brilliance of the red light by revolving the little 
covering lens. 

Centrally placed in front of the driver is the speedo- 
meter, of the increasingly popular moving line type. It is 
easy to read but, as the data figures show, it is excessively 
optimistic. Warning lamps for ignition and oil pressure 
are built into the lower part of the speedometer face, and 
to the right is the gauge for the 8}-gallon petrol tank. 
Another warning light in the speedometer comes on—flash- 
ing at first, then steady—when the fuel tank level is down 
to the last gallon. 

A simple fresh air heater-demister is standard on the 
1200. When the car is on the move there is a vigorous 
air delivery as a result of ram effect, but the fan—for use 
in traffic or at a standstill—is so feeble as to be almost 
useless. Controls for the air and hot water are grouped 
below the facia, with similar knobs for choke and hand 
throttle on their right, and the rubber plunger for the 
standard equipment windscreen washer in the centre. 
Matching the instrument nacelle is a small cubby-hole, of 
which the lid is not lockable, on the left of the facia panel; 
and there is a full-width parcels shelf. 

The ignition key operates the starter, and a safety device 
prevents accidental use when the engine is running. It 
also prevents the starter from being used more than once 
after switching on the ignition; a side result is that if the 
engine does not fire first time the ignition must be switched 
off and on again before the key will re-operate the starter. 


The engine compartment is tidy and well planned for accessibility. 
The steering box can just be seen near the battery. Reservoirs for the 
hydraulic brakes and screenwasher are also prominent to the right 
of the massive air cleaner-silencer

Large arcs on the deep windscreen are cleared by the 
wipers. When switched off they stop wherever they are, 
but if the switch is held down they move slowly over to 
the right and park at the end of the sweep. 

Many points of the 1200 show higher than average atten- 
tion to detail. Typical is that, fixed on the back of the 
front bench seat, there is a full-width net to hold small 
parcels, maps and so on, and on the left door pillar is a 
circular plastic coat-hook. If bonnet or boot lid is raised 
with the side lamps on, small interior lamps (two for the 
engine, one for the luggage locker) light up automatically; 
further, the underneath of the car is treated with a rubber- 
ized protective compound as standard. This last feature 
may well play an important part in the car’s excellent in- 
sulation from road noise. 

A small interior light is fitted on both sides in the panel 
behind the windows of the rear doors, and a third interior 
light is incorporated in the mirror, coupled to a switch 
in the driver’s door. The light is particularly useful for 
map reading, and the mirror itself has an anti-dazzle dip- 
ping device. However, the unit is small and mounted too 
high, providing unsatisfactory rear vision. 

In comparison with the 1100, an additional Sin is added

to the boot floor length, and the more. angular tail shape 
allows a further increase in the already generous luggage 
accommodation. A reasonably comprehensive set of span- 
ners is included in the tool kit, and the spare wheel is 
carried neatly underneath the floor. A lockable flap covers 
the petrol filler which, incidentally, will not accept the full- 
speed delivery of a modern pump. 

It has been mentioned that the 1200 shows an appreciable 
improvememt in acceleration over the 1100, in spite of a 
weight increase. It is therefore particularly creditable that 
a reduction in fuel consumption should have been achieved

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as well. The overall consumption figure of 34.5 m.p.g. 
includes much use in London traffic in addition to runs on 
the open road, and for most of the time the Fiat was 
driven hard—in response to the invitation given by such 
a lively and well-mannered car. The figure also includes 
many miles covered at speeds in excess of 70 m.p.h. A 
short run, including a few miles of city traffic, in which 
speeds on the open road were limited to about 45 m.p.h., 
sent the consumption figure up to nearly 45 m_p.g. 

For this combination—in a four-seater saloon—of per- 
formance and economy, this is a worthy vehicle. When its 
many other attributes are added it may be seen that the 
Fiat 1200 Gran Luce sets a high standard of excellence in 
the field of small car design and construction.

Brooks Wins Italian Grand 


RIVING a beautifully judged

Moss’ car had been fitted with a quickly 
detachable, and beautifully made, plastic 
“bubble” over the cockpit, like a fighter 
aircraft. This gave an increase of some 
50 r.p.m, on the straight, and, though 
increasing the noise in the cockpit, gave a 
much more comfortable ride; it would be 
possible, Moss said, to drive without 
goggles. All three cars (Moss, Brooks and 
Lewis-Evans) still had the oil coolers, with 
air-intake on the nose of the car, that 
first appeared at Oporto. It is interesting 
that these have had the effect of lowering 
the water temperature by 30 deg C or so, 
whereas the oil temperature runs slightly 
higher. 

Colin Chapman trought along two cars

for Behra, Schell and newcomer to the 
team, Joakim Bonrier.

to be greater than had been expected 
because of the intense heat. 

During Saturday’s session, held in the 
same broiling heat, things got a move on 
—particularly as the day cooled off a bit 
later on, lap times being reduced by 
around a second in general. Noteworthy 
was the fact that the B.R.M.s were making 
up in handling much of what they lost in 
power. Through Lesmo curves the average 
time was 10.S5sec, whereas Behra’s B.R.M. 
was taking it in 10sec Carroll Shelby 
had the misfortune to break a half-shaft 
on his Maserati, the flailing remains doing 
considerable damage to the rear of the 
car, and narrowly missing Shelby’s seat 

Eventually, in the comparative cool of 
the evening—though still, by British 
standards, intensely hot—Brooks went out 
and lapped in Imin 41.4sec; Lewis-Evans 
did a lap in Imin 42.4sec, and Moss in 
Imin 41.3sec Right at the end of the 
session, when the cars were being taken 
off to the paddock, Moss went out—and 
the hand-timers around the circuit started 
clicking their watches. Most people, in- 
cluding the Vanwall pit staff, made his 
time slightly over Imin 4lsec—but the 


official announcement came _ through, 
“Imin 40.5sec.” Official practice times 
at Monza are notoriously peculiar, but 


this was official, and Moss took the pole 
position on the starting grid—and, like 
last year when there were three Vanwalls 
and a Maserati on the front row of the 
grid, this year there were three Vanwalls 
ind a Ferrari . . . with a Ferrari benefit 
on the second row.

The Race 


Race day was as intensely hot as the 
two practice days had been, and soon 
after 2.30 p.m. the cars were wheeled out 
into the pit area to swelter under the 
Italian sun—some with brightly coloured 
sunshades over their cockpits, to keep the 
seats cool. The start was preceded by the 
customary Monza ceremony, with bearers 
carrying huge flags, representing the 
drivers’ nationalities, to line the grid area 
At 3 p.m. Earl Howe raised—and lowered 
—the flag 

From the front row Lewis-Evans’ Van- 
wall shot into the lead, followed by Moss, 
Brooks, Phil Hill, Hawthorn, Behra and

starting incident. At the end of the lap 
Brabham brought his Cooper round to 
the pits to retire. The frame had been 


twisted in a minor shunt with Gendebien’s 
Ferrari which stalled on the starting grid 

Phil Hill maintained his lead for the first 
four laps—until, on the fifth, Hawthorn 
moved up; as they completed lap 5 the 
order was Hawthorn, Hill, > dhe Ahem 
Evans, Brooks and Behra. Carroll Shelby, 
driving a replacement Maserati (his own 
having been damaged when the half-shaft 
had broken during practice), called at the 
pits to retire at the end of the second lap 
—and Gendebien’s Ferrari came in to re- 
tire at the end of the fifth with the de 
Dion tube bent during the incident with 
Brabham’s Cooper five laps—six cars 
out 

Next it was Moss’ turn to go into the 
lead, passing Hawthorn on the seventh 
lap and staying there until Mike repassed 
him on the ninth At the end of the 
seventh, Phil Hill, his meteoric drive tem 


porarily at an end, dropped back to sixth 
place and came in to the pits to change a 
wheel—losing four places while the Fer- 
rari stood at the pits. Moss, leading Haw- 
thorn, Lewis-Evans, Brooks, Behra and 
Bonnier’s B.R.M., began to lap the tail- 
enders in the terrific race that was going 
on between the World Champions-pre- 
sumptive 

On lap 9 Hawthorn was back in front; 
on lap 10 it was Moss’ turn. By any stan- 
dards it was magnificent racing, but with 
the Championship at stake the crowds 
revelled in it, cheering and waving every- 
thing they had as the lead changed. Moss 
kept ahead from laps 10 to 14, with Haw- 
thorn close behind, Lewis-Evans in third 
place, and first Brooks, then Behra in 
fourth. At the end of lap 13, Brooks 
called at the pit; a “trouser” covering a 
universal joint had broken and Brooks 
was being spattered with oil and engulfed 
in oil smoke. He rejoined the race in 
ninth place on the 14th lap after a 40sec 
stop. Lap 15, and the order was Haw- 
thorn, Moss, Behra, Lewis-Evans, Masten 
Gregory (Temple Buell Maserati), Trin- 
tignant (Rob Walker Cooper), and Phil 
Hill’s Ferrari 

Moss appeared now to be slowing 
slightly, as Behra and Lewis-Evans had 
closed up behind him; next time round it 
was Hawthorn, Behra, Moss, Lewis- 
Evans and Gregory. It seemed impossible 
that this pace could last, the leaders being 
separated by only six seconds after 16 
laps. On the seventeenth lap, however, 
Moss and Lewis-Evans passed Behra— 
and then, at the end of the 18th lap, there 
was no Moss. Hawthorn, Lewis-Evans

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and Behra went round, and at the back 
of the circuit Moss’ Vanwall could be 
seen coming slowly round towards the 
pits. He came in; there was a quick con- 
sultation, and the Vanwall was wheeled 
away with a seized gear box mainshaft, the 
transmission having stiffened up during 
the last few laps. 

The order thus became Hawthorn, 
Lewis-Evans, Behra, Gregory—and Phil 
Hill, back in the picture again after his 
pit stop. Mike Hawthorn’s lead was 
around 4sec—and then Behra’s B.R.M 
moved up again behind the flying Ferrari, 
holding this position from laps 22 to 28, 
when Lewis-Evans took second place. At 
the end of the 29th lap the B.R.M.—last 
remaining of the Bourne cars, for Bonnier 
had retired on the 15th lap with a broken 
half-shaft—called at the pits with brake 
trouble, and Phil Hill, now well and truly 
back in the picture, moved up into third 
place, having set up a new lap record in 
Imin 42.9sec (125 m.p.h At the end of 
lap 31 Lewis-Evans, too, came in—with 
the engine overheating—and retired 
Trintignant’s Cooper had blown up as 1! 
passed the pits in sixth place, and retired 
out on the course 

In the normal way of things, a 
tends to “settle down” by half-distance, 
but there was no sign of this fabulous 
race doing so. At the end of lap 35—ex 
actly half-time—Miuke Hawthorn came in 
for no more than a tyre change, merci 
fully), and Phil Hill’s Ferrari passed him 
into the lead, with Masten Gregory, driv- 
ing with great verve and skill, temporarily 
in second place. Then it was Hill’s turn 
to come in for tyres, and Hawthorn, who 
had by now repassed Gregory, took back 
the lead. By the end of lap 40 the order 
was Hawthorn, Gregory, Brooks—now up 
into third place after dropping down to 
ninth during his pit stop. At this stage, 
the Vanwall pit hung out the “ Faster” 
signal—and Brooks responded, the last 
remaining Vanwall sounding as good as 
new. Behra’s B.R.M., after pit stops on 
three successive laps, finally retired. At 
this stage Miss de Filippis was running 
sixth, before her car blew up.

At first Brooks closed the gap very 
slowly; with 20 laps to go, he was just 
under 8sec behind the Ferrari; with 15 
to go the interval had closed to Ssec 


and then, suddenly, he began to close the 
gap quickly. Timing it nicely, so that the 
big crowds in the main grandstand could 
enjoy the terrific moment, Brooks came 
round at the end of lap 60 so close to the 
Ferrari that the two cars appeared almost 
to be touching. Past the pits they went, 
the crowds on their feet and cheering 
wildly—and suddenly, as the two cars 
cleared the pit area, Brooks pulled out of 
Hawthorn’s slipstream and moved up to 
take the lead next time round he was 
well in front 

The rest of the race—for Brooks—was 
critical. From practice showings he knew 
that, during the race, he could not main- 
tain his practice lap times and finish on

one set of tyres. It was the 
tyre that had shown greatest 
Brooks repeatedly looked over his left 
shoulder to see how things were going. 
As it turned out he had, probably, four 
laps left on this tyre as he crossed the 
line! At one time he had been faced with 
the decision, whether to hang on to a 
virtually certain second place, saving his 
tyres, or go off after Hawthorn; the 
decision he took had undoubtedly been 
the right one, and it speaks well of the 
wearing qualities of the new Dunlop R5 
tyres that only one of the 17 cars shod 
with them had to make a tyre stop 
Hawthorn’s race, too, had not been 
without its worries. For half the race he 
had been nursing the clutch, kicking the 
pedal to try to make it grip; by the end 
of the race he was well-nigh exhausted 
and soaked in sweat. The disc brakes, 
however, had proved excellent. Behind 
Mike came the Gregory-Shelby Maserati, 
demonstrating that the new lightweight 
Maseratis are among the potential 
winners, and Roy Salvadori’s Cooper, de- 
spite having made several pit stops 
through overheating, came in fifth. 
Graham Hill’s Lotus and Cliff Allison’s 
sister car completed the seven finishers 


out of 22 starters. By this win, Tony 
Vandervell clinches the Manufacturers’ 
Championship. 


Footnote: After the official results had 
been published and the crowds had gone 
home, it became almost certain that, as 
the result of a protest lodged by Signor 
Dei of Scuderia Centro-Sud, the Gregory- 
Shelby Maserati, which had finished 
fourth, had been disqualified. The 
grounds ot the protest were that, though 
Shelby had been officially entered as the 
car’s reserve driver, he had not signed 
his name on the entry form at the tech- 
nical inspection. Thus, after a fine drive, 
the car became a non-finisher.

ENERALIZATIONS' about 
local building regulations, which

degrees above outside temperature with 
an ordinary slow-burning paraffin sump 
lamp in use. If you are assembling a ‘ 
U-Build-It type, or adding shelves, 
remember that the material can split— 
any extra nails must be inserted only in 
drilled holes. The natural appearance of 
asbestos, a grey which weathers to rather 
a dirty appearance, is not pleasing, but 
asbestos accepts bitumastic and other 
special paints. Chlorinated rubber paint 
is particularly good, and it will last well, 
even on an asbestos roof 

Galvanized steel sheet (“corrugated 
iron’) conducts heat away rapidly, making 
a garage which is cold in winter, and it 
causes condensation, so that there may be 
dampness. But both heat-conduction and 
condensation are repelled by inside and 
outside coats of thick and soft paints 
Bitumastic and chlorinated rubber paints 
are good insulators, and weather-resistant 
You do not have to have black only! 
Although not often used for garage walls, 
corrugated iron often is applied to roofs 

In choosing a garage with a frame of 
angle steel, good protection of this rather 
readily rusting material is a point to keep 
in mind Galvanizing, zinc spraying, 
phosphiding, and paintwork of a really 
durable character are to be recommended. 

Wooden buildings are very warm, if 
they are well constructed and free from 
draughts. All can be given permanent 
protection against insects, rot and decay 
if they are creosoted, although this gives 
a dark and rather ugly effect. White lead 
paints are good preservatives and them- 
selves last well. The amount of lead pig- 
ment in any brand is revealed by its 
weight: lead-rich ones are very heavy. 
Some primer paint coats are made poison- 
ous to insects and bacteria, and there are 
preserving fluids, such as Cuprinol! Clear, 
which can be painted over. Cuprinol 
Green is a useful alternative to creosote, 
These proprietary protections are, in 
general, much more reliable than creosote, 
which exists in some cheap and nasty 
forms which may annoy bugs, but also

Galvanized nails last longer than plain 
iron ones, and they may be greased as 
well. However, prefabricated sections for 
wooden buildings are usually bolted to 
gether (grease the bolts!) and the maker 
will have probably attended to preserva 
tion himself. If you are to have an ele- 
gant white or pastel-painted wooden 
garage, it is well to check that your sec- 
tions will not arrive with any preservative 
treatment which would prevent painting. 
However, the garage-maker can advise 

Proper wood painting, of course, In- 
volves the ful! job of primer, undercoat 
ind finish. Paint should be brushed well 
into the wood, and in dry weather when 
the surface is receptive. In applying 
liquid preservatives, care should be taken 
to soak them into joints and overlaps. As 
with cars, decay strikes in the hidden 
places, not on apparent surfaces 

Western Red Cedar is a good, extremely 
rot-resistant wood; Colonial-period Ameri- 
can roofs, walls arid fences of this timber 
are still sound. Our own elm does not 
mind water, but requires rot-proofing 
or lead painting. Off-cuts are often used : 
that is. the uneven edged planks obtained 
from the extremes of the trunk when it

Good wooden buildings of overlapping 
board can be surprisingly draught-free 
But if there are draughts, and you par 
ucularly want a snug structure, it is rather 
a great job to caulk so many joints 


Moreover, wood shrinks and expands with 


weather variations, so that a_ flexible 
caulking, boat-style, required. It 
probably better to line the garage 


Garages made of good concrete sections 
are trouble-free and will last as long as a 
house. There are paints that will take to 
concrete; and some of the better firms are 
producing de luxe models which are sur- 
faced with thin brick, with stone dressing, 
and so on. In some cases tiles are used 
to improve the frontal aspect. It has 
become general to break up the boxy effect 
of such garages with cunning buttresses 
and such devices, and a pleasing effect 
results. The matching of the style of the 
house, especially as regards pitch of roof, 
is not possible in a manufactured garage; 
but the flat roof, sloping slightly from

Some prefabricated concrete garages are 
ruly hideous, but may be simple and 


inexpensive. Climbing plants and creepers 
will redeem the appearance in time 
Ordinary paint does not hold on con- 
crete. For the exterior of a concrete 
garage, Snowcem cement paint is stable, 
weather-resistant, and obtainable in a 
variety of colours. There is no difficulty 
in adding pigment of any desired colour 


Ventilation 

Ihe car is better for having a roof 
over it, and for being protected from 
damp winds that increase condensation 
on those mornings when air tempera- 
ture has risen faster than the tempera- 
ture of such large metal objects as an 
engine. But when the car is garaged 


while still wet from rain, it should not be 
tightly enclosed with its own dampness 
and the water it has soaked into the floor. 
There should be small but definite ventila- 
tion, and it is an advantage if this is 
adjustable. In wet weather, the ventila- 
tion may be open. In very cold but dry 
conditions common with hard frost, the 
iir flow may be almost shut off, to help 
the efforts of the garage heater or lamp in 
keeping up temperatures. 


Foundations and Floors 


The problem of laying a concrete floor 
for any kind of garage may be avoided by 


‘W "’ Prefabricated Concrete Buildings Ltd. 
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continuing the gravel of the drive into the 
garage, with inset strips of stone or cement 
paving to provide a wear-resistant path 
for the wheels of the car. But this is 
not at all satisfactory if work is to be done 
yn a car in a garage—a firm smooth floor 
s essential. Some makers of concrete 
garages actually supply the floor. Another 
way of avoiding the time and labour of ob- 
taining and mixing materials is to have 
mixed concrete supplied by a local builder. 

To make sure of strong concrete sec- 
tions, which will stand handling and lorry 
transport besides making a good garage, 
the better firms compact their slabs— 
that is, they vibrate the moulds, which 
dissipates air bubbles and gives a very 
dense and strong mixture 

A clean, dust-free, oil-resistant surface 
may be made by painting the floor with 


industrial red oxide paint in synthetic 
liquids (natural materials are not very 
resistant to modern car oils) Your 


garageman uses this for his beautiful, 
painted-concrete showroom floor, if he is 
not prosperous enough for carpets and 
linoleum; and he may be able to help with 
sources of supply. Otherwise it is a job 
for a proper paint shop, or builders’ and 
decorators’ supplier. Something fancy, 
in little tins at high prices, such as you 
might get in a typical High Street, would

Car Covers 


VVHEN these first became popular, ex- 
government rubber-coated balloon 
material was used. It was found that 
completely impervious covers could do 
more harm than good. When a wet car, 
or one with lurking damp in all the 
joints, was exposed to sunshine, it merely 
dried out, but if it was under an im- 
pervious cover, a curious condition of hot, 


that a cover can come to being a garage, not in contact with the car—the canvas 
portable of F. T. K-able. 


The folding frame is of light alloy 
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trapped damp and steam was produced 
This accelerated rust, and could cause 
the finish to bloom—that is, to fade and 
become dull—all the way through. 

Moreover, loosely fitting covers flapped, 
and if there was any mud or dust on the 
car, they “sandpapered ” away the paint 
work, The careless owner, who left h 
car exposed to the weather, might come 
off best. 

But it remained desirable to protect a 
car from rain, from corrosive descending 
soot, and from sun which oxidizes and 
fades finishes, and cover design soon be- 
came more scientific 

The features of a good cover are these 

There may be ventilators, as in tentage, 
though it is difficult to avoid unventilated 
patches where fabric lies on panels flatly 
It is better if the cover material is one 
that “breathes”: that is, repels water 
from outside, but permits the passage of 
steam and water vapour from inside 
Showerproof raincoats, and leather shoes, 
are good examples of breathing materials 

The cover itself, left in the open and 
frequently damp, may mildew and rot 
Natural materials such as cotton canvas 
need quite heavy protection of waxed, pro- 
tective, or other dressings, The light, 
clean rot-proofing of holiday tents is 
sufficient for occasional use, not for the 
all-year exposure of car covers. 

Natural cotton and other materials can 
become rotproof if they are impregnated 
with plastics. Among synthetic materials, 
nylon does not withstand sunshine, Tery- 
lene is not affected, and rayon seems to 
be inexpensive and very good. One can 
hardly answer for the long-term effects of 
city “smog” on almost anything, real or 
synthetic, including bricks and stone 

The problem of a cover chafing itself 
and the car may be met by proper tailor- 
ing for the model, and by the use of 
strong elastics for tension. Too heavy a 
material will drag and scratch when it is 
pulled over the car, and, in any case, a 
cover should be rolled on and off rather 
than dragged. 

Ideally, a cover would not touch the 
car at all, but would be suspended over 
it in the form of a tent. Interest was 
aroused by an excellent design of folding 
tent for this purpose. Various firms were 
involved, but the design now seems to 
have settied down with an established firm 
of sailmakers, and is in regular produc- 
tion; it is illustrated. Stability in gales 
is assured by the fact that the car’s weight 
holds a cross bar securely

Light on the Subject 


Cars Should Have Hand Lamp Sockets. Mechanics working 
under cars, whether in the lifts or not, always require a con- 
centration of light between two or more points, or rods or joints, 
so that the light unit must be small, portable and manceuvrable. 
For these reasons and many others, all mechanics use their 
own 12-volt hand lamp, but unless they drag a 12-volt battery 
around, or crocodile clip it on to the car battery (and this is not 
desirable for fear of scratching bonnets, doors or wings) they need 
a long flexed portable socket and so far, for all these reasons, 
no satisfactory system for providing 12-volt lighting (mains are 
too dangerous to the operator) has been evolved. : 
The solution rests with the manufacturers, to wire up a 2-pin 
socket (and all manufacturers must use the same standard 
socket), then any operator could plug his own lamp into it and 
with a short length of flex do his work without the usual waste 
of time; the owner or his assistant would find the socket very 
useful for any roadside repair, wheel changing and the like. 
An ideal spot for one socket would be adjacent to the offside 
jacking point or under the door pillar; it could be branched 
from the interior light circuit, down the inside of the pillar to a 
specially designed but simple rubber socket about lin deep and 
2in in diameter, secured by two l4in metal-thread screws to the 
base of the pillar. A second socket could be placed under the 
bonnet near the junction box. These would be worthwhile 
improvements and would save, overall, millions of hours of 
wasted and very expensive time.

chased it last October. Since then I have done 6,500 miles, 
through cities and country; every mile has been trouble-free, and 
the car cruises effortlessly at 35-45 m.p.h. where conditions 
permit. On a recent holiday run, with three adults and a child 
aboard, the boot packed to its utmost and a luggage rack with 
three cases “up top,” the Ford covered 94 miles on two gallons 
of commercial petrol, an average of 47 m.p.h., and used less than 
one pint of oil, averaging 30-40 m.p.h. with the fastest speed 
50 m.p.h. That is not bad for a 12-year-old car with no 
economy jets. Granted the lines of the old Anglia are in no 
way like those of the new model, and the maximum speed is 
about 15 m.p.h. less, but you cannot have economy and speed. 

Several nights ago, on a run over the Stockiemoor and Blane- 
field, we covered 52 miles on approximately one gallon of 
commercial fuel, which is fantastic when you consider that we 
kept up a steady 40 m.p.h. and travelled right across Glasgow, 
with many stops and gear changing. It ts a pity the Ford 
designers cannot produce an economical car—and I mean a 
really economical. However, we'll see.

NE of the important pioneers of 
the 600 c.c. small family car is the 
German Lloyd, manufactured by 
the Borgward group, of Bremen. The 
Lloyd was, in fact, the first of these small 
cars which, combining a quite lively per- 
formance with good economy, have 
set a new standard of cheap transporta- 
tion. Of this car, powered by an air- 
cooled o.h.c. twin-cylinder engine, some 
125,000 have been built in three years. 
Last spring a 12-hour race cum 
economy test for cars up to a capacity of 
600 c.c. was run on the Hockenheim 
track in Germany. There were official or 
semi-official works’ teams of all German 
small car manufacturers; Fiats were rep- 
resented by Scuderia Ambrosiana with 
top-line drivers like Villoresi and Capelli. 
The speed event ended with an over- 
whelming Lloyd victory, the Bremen cars 
taking first, second, fourth and fifth 
places 
On the basis of the model which 
showed such superiority at Hockenheim, 
a new Lloyd, the Alexander TS (touring 
sport), has now gone into production. It 
is powered by a 600 c.c. overhead cam- 
shaft engine developing 25 (nett) b.h.p 


(29 gross) at 5,000 rp.m. This engine 
differs from the 19 b.h.p. engine of the 
600 Standard and Alexander model of the 
same make in compression ratio (which 
has been raised from 6.6 to 7.2), larger 
valves, induction pipes opened up from 
28 to 32 mm dia. and a Solex 32 PCI 
pump-type carburettor for the Solex 28 
VFIS, which has no acceleration pump. 

The new unit develops a torque of 29 
lb/ft between 3,000 and 3,200 r.p.m. and 
there are still 28 lb/ft available between 
2,500 and 4,000 r.p.m. This ensures a 
very flexible engine. Mated to this unit, 
which is installed with the crankshaft at 


right-angles to the longitudinal axis of 


the car, and to the right of the centre-line, 
is a four-speed all-synchromesh gear box 
—a feature not common in small cars. The 
drive goes via spur-gearing to the differ- 
ential and thence by double-jointed 
driving shafts to the front wheels

run-in, a maximum speed of 71 m.p.h 
was measured by stop-watch as_ the 
average of several runs, with a best read- 
ing of 73 m.p.h. with two persons aboard.

According to this table, their totals are: 
Hawthorn, 43; Moss, 32. But, according 
to the rules, when there have been ten 
(or eleven) qualifying events, only the 
six best performances of each driver will 
be taken into consideration. Counting 
Indianapolis (which you must), there have 
already been ten events, so Moss, who 
has scored in only five, counts his every 
performance—totalling 32. Hawthorn, 
who has scored in eight, counts his six 
best, totalling 40—in fact, he drops his 
two points at the Dutch G.P. and his 
single point at Monaco. 

Next, and last, race is the Moroccan 
Grand Prix at Casablanca on 19 October 
—which brings the total of available 
events up to 11, so that still the six best 
performances will count. Moss, there- 
fore, who has to date scored in only five, 
will be able to add whatever points he 
scores at Casablanca to his existing total. 
Moss’ possibilities are shown in the fol- 
lowing table, the points being awarded 
for first to sixth positions at the rate of 
8, 6, 4, 3. 2, 1—with an extra point for 
fastest lap, this point being awarded re- 
gardless of finishing position; you get it 
even if you retire 

Hawthorn, on the other hand, because 
Casablanca will be extra to his permitted 
six events, will gain points only by finish- 
ing first or second (with or without fastest 
lap), or by finishing down to third with 
fastest lap. Hawthorn’s possible scores 
are shown in the table below.

The odd thing is that most of the 
people who disapproved were those who, 
only a week or two before, had been urg- 
ing greater safety in motor racing—more 
attention to circuits, lighter (or was it 
heavier?) cars, and so on. Ferrari had 
been suffering from inadequate brakes for 
some time, and anything they could do to 
remove this very real danger seems to me 
entirely legitimate. 

This, however, is by no means the only 
point. Dunlops supplied discs exclusively 
to Jaguars for some time, and in part were 
responsible for their wonderful Le Mans 
victories. When, some years later, they 
want to expand their European markets— 
and what greater advertisement than that 
Europe’s greatest racing car manufacturer 
should fit them?—they have every right 
to do so, and every right to develop the 
brakes as a commercial proposition. In 
iny case, Vanwalls were using Bosch fuel- 
injection—and receiving every assistance 
both from Bosch and Mercedes-Benz— 
when Mercedes were still in big-time 
racing; and, in return, Mr. Vandervell 
supplies most of the European manufac- 
turers with bearings for their racing 
engines.

From these two tables, you should be 
able to work out all the permutations and 
combinations; for example, if Moss were 
to win, and not put up fastest lap, and 
Hawthorn were to finish without gaining 
himself any extra points, they would tie 
for the Championship.

several drivers obtain the same total of 
points, the points gained in one—or if 
needs be, two—of the other competitions

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I WONDER whether the extremely suc- 
cessful method of timing practice laps, 
employed at Indianapolis and the Monza 
500-mile race, could be standardized at 
Grands Prix? This thought is prompted 
by the aura of mystery surrounding Moss’ 
Imin 40.Ssec lap recorded under the 
ordinary methods at Monza last Saturday, 
gaining him pole position on the grid. 
Nobody—not even the Vanwall pit— 
recorded this time; most people made it 
around Imin 41.5sec, depending on the 
accuracy of their stop-watch clicking. 
During the evening before the race it 
was understood by most people that the 
official timekeepers had had a second 
think, and credited him with Imin 
41.5sec, having acknowledged that they 
had made a mistake. However, on race 
day, when the cars lined up on the grid, 
there was Moss’ Vanwall in pole posi- 
tion. I do not know the true story be- 
hind this, but with umpteen cars circulat- 
ing at the same time, and every one of 
them being timed, it seems likely that 
mistakes may occur. 

The Indianapolis—and Monza 500— 
method is for cars to go out on the 
circuit and do a few laps to warm up and 
get the hang of it. When a driver feels 
he is ready to have a go at qualifying 
he comes past the timekeepers’ box with 
his hand raised, meaning “Next time 
round I want you to start timing me.” 
Whercupon, a red flag goes out, to let 
the other cars on the circuit know that 
someone is having a go; they then keep 
out of the way while he does his three 
qualifying, timed laps, the fastest to give 
him his grid position, 





JUDGING BY the chatter among the 
C.S.I. delegates meeting at Monza at the 
time of the race, there is a very real 
danger that unsupercharged 1,500 c.c. 
may be adopted as the new formula 1 in 
1961. Just what the idea behind this 
proposal can be is very difficult to under- 
stand (unless it is to put an end to the 
British supremacy)—but certain it is that 
the fuel companies, without whom there 
would be no grand prix racing, and the 
manufacturers (including Ferrari), are 
dead against it. So strongly are they 
opposed to this retrograde step that they 
have threatened—indeed, almost pro- 
mised—to withdraw from racing .. . and 
then where would the F.I.A. be?
